strength, if we can only come inte 


and be kept in, the right attitude : 


towards Him. 

I will take my text from the 
parable of the vine and_ the 
branches, in John 15:5: “I am the 
vine,-ye are the branches.” Especi- 
ally these words: “Ye are the 
branches.” 

What a simple thing it is to be 
a branch, the branch of a tree, or 
the branch of a vine! The branch 
grows out of the vine, or. out of 


the tree, and there it lives and 


grows, and in due time, bears 
fruit. It has no responsibility ex- 
cept just to receive from the root 
and stem, sap and nourishment. 
And if we only by the Holy Spirit 
knew our relationship to Jesus 


Christ, our work would be changed 
into the brightest and most heav- 
enly thing upon earth.

Dr. Charles T. Cook is editor of THE CHRISTIAN maga- 
zine in England, a weekly record of evangelical witness and 
missionary effort. In this magazine dated Friday, March 5, 
is a full account of the opening of the Billy Graham campaign 
in London, written by an unnamed representative of the maga- 
zine, possibly Dr. Cook. The matter is of such wide interest 
that we beg the leniency of our British contemporary for 
quoting the fine article in full. We know that it will be of 
intense interest to American Christians. The article follows. 


WHEN DR. BILLY GRAHAM 
came on the platform at Harrin- 
gay Arena on Monday evening it 
was to face an audience that filled 
every one of the 11,000 seats, 
while others stood where allowed. 
Many hundreds could not get in- 
to the vast building at all. A very 
large proportion of the congrega- 


tion consisted of young men and 
-women, but many Christian work- 


ers were there, including well-| 
known ministers and lay men and 
women, 

Boundless Possibilities 
From e¥ery point of view it was 


an auspicious opening of an evan- 
gelistic crusade fraught with 
limitless possibilities of blessing to 
our great Metropolis and perhaps 
far’ beyond its circumference, 


Every unreserved seat was occu- 
pied by 7:00 p.m. and all the re- 
served places filled by 7:15. It is 
probably true to say that never 
in the history of evangelism in this 
‘country had the Press been so 
widely represented. Adl the several 
dozen seats reserved for them at 
Press tables were filled and ad- 


ditional chairs had to be brought 
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forward for others. There must 
have beenfully a score of camera 
men, and three newsreel cameras 
on tripods were mounted before 
the platform. , 


In fairness to Dr. Graham and 
the Executive Committee it should 
be stated that they have no power 
to prevent Press photographers 
being present. "When he rose to 
speak Dr. Graham made an ap- 
peal that no one should move a- 
bout and that no more flash-light 
pictures should be taken. This re- 
quest was heeded, and thereafter 
there was much less distraction. 
Dr. Graham ‘thanked the Press- 
men for their friendly cooperation 
and expressed his pleasure at their 
presence. In the United States 
photographs can only be taken at 
a distance from the speakers.

During several recent broad- 
casts we have been directing our 
attention to the wonders of. plant 
life. It has been a fascinating 
study and’with this talk we shall 
conclude for the present our medi- 
tations on the miracles of the 
vegetable kingdom. 

We might as well review briefly 
some of the things we have learn- 


ed. Our survey has been very hur- 
{ ried and incomplete because in our 
} 


walk through God’s garden, we 
simply glanced here and 
there for a moment at the beau- 


ties and marvels which have un- 


veiled themselves before our 
eves. 
We have seen the botanical 


classification of plant life as it is 
written down in Genesis, and 
have found it to agree with our 
modern scientific ideas. We have 
the almost infinite 
variety of stalk and leaf of flower 
and fruit among hundreds of 
thousands of species. We have 
seen the curious devices for 
ting food for growth and seed pro- 
duction. We have watched the way 
Wature provides for the wide dis- 
persal of seeds across: the earth, 
her mechanical devices of para- 
chute and rocket gun antedating 
our modern discoveries by thous- 
ands of years. 

We have gazed with awe at the 
downy beds in which he the baby 
seeds, protected from dangers that 
would bring death and destruction. 
We have marveled at the myster- 
ies of photosynthesis, and the skill 
of the chlorophyll chemists in 
their tiny leaf laboratories, turn- 
ing carbon and water into all 
kinds of foods for the benefit of 
mankind. 

One insistent question keeps 
thrusting itself forward: What is 
the explanation of the mystery 
of the operations undertaken and 
carried through so easily and 
accurately by these humble life 
forms? We have come to the con- 
clusion that the most learned 
scientist in ~the universe is. un- 
able to offer up a Satisfactory 

solution to our

Many things we would like to 
know. For instance, whence origin- 
ates that spark of life that brings 
super-human power and wisdom 
to these cells that divide and re- 
divide with unerring precision.

How do they build for themselves 
their snug and secluded cradles 
and at the same time extract a 
steady stream of nourishment 
from soil, water, and air, snatch- 
ing at passing sun rays for the 
indispensable light without which 
nothing would be possible? We 
watch them bring sugars and 
starches from carbon and water, 
and stand amazed as we behold 
them delivering their products 
through leaf-stalk and branch to 
the luscious fruit somewhere along 
the line. 

Who can cause us to understand 
anything about this? To say that 


a 


it is nothing more than the work- 


ing of a Law of Nature, is to use 
‘words without meaning. What is 


NATURE? Is it an entity? Does 
is possess Personality? Where 
does Nature dwell? Has it ever 
been seen? Wherever it is, how 
does it convey knowledge of this 
“Law” to millions of cells in all 
parts of the globe? How do the 
cells so instantly and perfectly 
understand the instructions, as 
they are delivered? Where do cells 
get the power to put into im- 
mediate operation, the innumer- 
able details, taking every step in 
this very. complicated’ process in 
the correct order? This order 
seems to be predetermined in 
every case. The slightest mistake 
would ruin the whole result, and 
vet there is never a misstep. 

Is there a school where these 
cells may learn the mysterious 
plan whereby an infinitely small 
particle of protoplasmic life may 
multiply itself into countless bil- 
lions of other cells, each cell 
knowing as much as its predeces- 
sors, and without excitement or 
confusion, completing the amaz- 
ing work to a perfect end?

The same quest for the Source 
of wisdom is depicted in the 28th 
chapter of Job, where the writer 
draws attention to many of man’s 
accomplishments, and to his fruit- 
less search for the Prime Cause 
of it all. Job is interested in the 
acknowledged fact that man has 
been able to perform many not- 
able deeds. He has _ penetrated 
some distance into the earth. He 
has brought up silver and gold 
and iron and copper through the 
deep shafts he has constructed in- 
to the interior. 

Man’s strength has enabled him 
almost to oyerturn mountains ‘by 
the roots” as he cuts out channels 
among the rocks. He can build 
dams which restrain the mighty 
torrents of water and makes many 
discoveries. But—and this is the 
mystery——‘‘Where shall Wisdom be 
found and where is the place of 
understanding?” 


After failing to discover the 
secret anywhere on earth, man de- 
cides that perhaps he can buy the 
information. So he estimates his 
financial resources, only to be 
told: 


“Tt cannot be gotten for gold, 
neither shall silver be weighed for 
the price thereof. It cannot be 
valued with gold of Ophir, with 
the precious onyx, or with the 
sapphire. Yes, the price of 
wisdom is above rubies. The topaz 
of Ethiopia shall not equal it, 
neither shull it be valued with 
pure gold.” 


Seeing that the earth refuses to 
disclose anything, man decides to 
ask the ocean. “O mighty sea, can 
you tell me where Wisdom 
dwells?” But again: 

“The deep saith, it is not in me; 
and the sea saith, it is not with 
me.” 

A puzzled and_ disappointed 
earth-dweller has just one more 
place to go—the place of Death. 
In this region of doom and des- 
truction is there any knowledge of 
Wisdom? What is the answer? 
Destruction and Death say: “WE 
HAVE HEARD A RUMOR 
THEREOF WITH OUR EARS.” 

This reluctant admission does 
not, of course, tell all that Death 
knows. “The last enemy that shall 
be destroyed is Death,” we read, 
and this grudging acknowledg- 
ment and this reluctant admission 
that there may be a God are what 
we might expect from the last 
enemy. 

But now God, Himself, steps in- 
to the discussion to make the 
great Revelation and to answer 
our question. So we read in Job 
28 :23-28: 

“It 7 God who understandeth 
the way thereof, and He knoweth 
ithe place thereof. For He looketh 
to the ends of the earth, and seeth 
under the whole heaven . He 
established it, yea, and searched it 
out. And unto man He said, Be- 
hold, the fear of the Lord, THAT 
IS WISDOM; and to depart from 
evil is understanding.” 

And there is the answer, my 
friend. There is a God, a God who 
understands, a God who created 
heaven and earth, the Source of 
all things in the universe, inani- 
mate and living, from. starry 
worlds of immeasurable size to the 
microscopic infusorium with its in- 
finite variety of accomplishments. 
This is He who made oceans and 
lakes and rivers, filling them with 
varied forms of life. This is the 
God who placed on the earth the 
thousands of. forms of living 
things; birds, insects, animals, and 
man. He made the’ trees—and 
most amazing of all—His enemies 
slew Him on a tree. The Almighty 
Creator, Jesus Christ, hangs sus- 
pended between heaven and earth, 
helpless, and forsaken by man and 
God, because the sins of the world 
were all piled upon Him. He died 
for us, and—thank God—rose 
again, Conqueror over death and 
the grave, that we, through faith 
in Him, might have everlasting 
life. 

This God, by His own affirma- 
tion, is a Gardener and Husband- 
man. He speaks of His children 
as: “The branch of my planting, 
the work of my hands, trees of 
righteousness, the planting of the 
Lord,” (fea. . 60221 | .461:3.): ‘This 
nlanting is more precious to Him 
than the nineteen different kinds 
of trees mentioned in the Bible, 
and all the other products of His 
omnipotence. 

Jesus often spoke of His fol- 
lowers, as trees and branches of 
the Vine, and mentioned their 
fruit-bearing. He tells us that we 
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Him on a Tree. 


fruit we bear. ‘There is no good 
tree that bringeth forth corrupt 
fruit; nor again a corrupt tree 
that bringeth forth good fruit. For 
each tree is known by its fruit. 
For of thorns men do not gather 
figs, nor of a bramble bush gather 
they grapes.” (Luke 6:43, 44.) 
Let us for a moment think of 
ourselves as apple tree Christians. 
You-are bearing fruit. What sort 
is it? Crab apples, sour and a- 
stringent and distasteful? Has 
anyone ever tasted your fruit, and 
gone away with a wry face, Say- 
ing: “If that is the fruit of Chris- 
tianity, I want none of it’? 

Or, are you bearing Northern 
Spies, luscious and tasty? If this 
be your tree, I’m sure some have 
admired your product, and have 
tasted. Then, they may have asked 


you for a graft to put into their 
own tree. You have directed them 
to Jesus Christ, and now they be-~ 
long to our family. 

It’s an exciting experience to be 
planted by the Lord and to have 
the privilege of bearing some fruit 
for Him. He provides us with 
everything—the water of life, the 
breath of life, and the sunshine, 
without which there can be no 
results. 

Are your roots planted deep in 
Him today? Or are you buried in 
the world and worldly _ things, 
without any hope for this world 
or the next? Why not take the 
exciting step into God’s garden 
and let Him give you new life and 
joy and peace?

Princeton Theological Seminary, 
and the Th.D. degree from Dallas 
Theological Seminary and Grad- 
uate School of Theology. For his 
Doctor’s degree, he majored in 
New Testament literature and 
exegesis. For fifteen. years he 
taught advanced courses in New 
Testament Greek in the Eastern 
Mennonite College, Harrisonburg, 
Virginia. 

Rev. George R. Brunk, another 
member of the committee, is a 
graduate of Union Theological 
Seminary, Richmond, Virginia. 

Rev. I. Otis Yoder has taught for 
several years at Eastern Menno- 
nite College, Harrisonburg, Vir- 
ginia.

The Zondervan Publishing House 
has moved its plant to a new lo- 
cation in the city of. 
Rapids. Formerly located in the 
northwest part of the city, the 
new Zondervan plant is located in 
a southeastern residential area, 
at the corner of Robinson Road 
and Lake Drive. Now, for the first 
time in many years, all depart- 
ments of the Publishing House will 
be housed under one roof, occupy- 
ing the first three floors and the 
basement of the Grand Rapids 
Storage Building. It has been an- 
nounced that the move was made 
with the understanding that if 
further space is required’ the 
fourth and fifth floors of the build- 
ing will be available. 

The new location of the Zonder- 
van Publishing House is considered 
to be ideally suited for a company 
with the sacred profession of re- 
ligious book publishing. The resi- 
dential area in which the Publish-

ing House will now be located is 
one of the outstanding communi- 
ties in the Grand Rapids area. 


The Publishing House has been 
operating under crowded condi- 
tions. for several years and the 
need for more working area has 
been pronounced. Moving to the 
new location will make approxi- 
mately twice as much cubic foot- 
age available. In all, the Publish- 
ing House will be using 75,000 
square feet of space with an option 
to take over the fourth and fifth 
floors which will give approximate- 
ly 50,000 more sauare feet of .area. 

At the present time, the Zon- 
dervan Publishing House employs 
115 persons in its various depart- 
ments.

Mr. Barrows stated that numer- 
ous telegrams and cabled messages 
had arrived, India and Koreo be- 
ing among the places named. In 
India 35,000 men were pledged to 
prayer for London, and similar 
assurances had come from all over 
the world. He gave details of var- 
ious subsidiary meetings for min- 
isters and other Christian believ- 
ers, and also evangelistic efforts 
held at the lunch hour and at 
other times in Central and West 
London. 

General D. J. Wilson-Haffen- 
den, chairman of the Executive 
Committee, appealed to autograph 
hunters not to waylay members 
of the team, and then welcomed 
Billy Graham and his colleagues 
to London. He stressed the fact 
that they were here by invitation 
of their British friends, and he be- 
lieved great blessing would result. 


Dr. Graham’s One Fear 


Dr. Graham, briefly responding, 
declared that countless numbers 
were praying for the campaign. 
He added that Dr. Wimbish, of 
Calvary Baptist Church, New 
York, and Dr. Bob Pierce, who had 
just arrived from a world tour, 
reported prayer meetings for the 
Crusade in every country they had 
visited. He went on to say that 
he had one fear—that people 
might be looking to him and his 
team to bring Revival. Only One 
could bring Revival—the Man in 
the Glory, and we must look to 
Him alone. We must humble our- 
selves, after the example of the 
Master Himself. And as Christ 
spent whole nights in prayer, so 
we, too, must give ourselves to 
fervent, effectual prayer. We, as 
a nation, must seek the face of 
God, and turn from our wicked 


i'ways, and he appealed to Chris- 


tians not to allow sinful indul- 
gence to rob them of effectual 
witness. 


3efore Dr. Graham delivered his 
main message, the choir gave a 
beautiful rendering of the Lord's 
Prayer, after which the congrega- 
tion joined in ‘My faith looks up to 
Thee” and Mr. Beverly Shea sang 
that universal favourite, of which 
he composed the tune; “I’d rather 
have Jesus thansilver and gold.” 


The Opening Address 

Dr. Graham announced that he 
would be preaching on John 3:16 
all this week, and on this evening 
would be dealing with the two 
opening words, “For God.” The 
great message of this verse was 
addessed to Nicodemus who came 
to Christ by night. There were 
many in Jerusalem who were said 
to have “believed in his name 
when they saw the miracles which 
he did,” but John was careful to 
add that Jesus did not commit 
Himself unto them. He knew the 
secret motives in their heart. 

Some time ago a journalist had 
written a book with the title, 
“Does God Matter?” First, asked 
Dr. Graham, ‘What idea of God 
have we?” Do we think of Him 
as one with “a big stick’? He 
went on to ask whether men 
thought that God mattered in in- 
ternational affairs, in what was 
happening in Indo-China and in 
Kenya. Did men relate God to our 
social problems, “to our racial 
problems, or to domestic affairs? 
We were reaching the point when 
one marriage in three seemed 
likely to end in the divorce courts 
No nation could be strong if home 


life were not preserved. Immoral- 
ity abounded and similar evils. 
The preacher went on to ask 
whether God mattered in regard 
to our philosophical problems. We 
needed to know where we came 
from. Life was mysterious, and 
certainly death was a mystery, 
if these things were not related 
to God. Further, we needed to 
face the question 
mattered in our personal prob- 
lems. Did we have regard to Him 
in the matter of our money, or in 
the conduct of our business? Did 
we believe that God was really 
interested in us personally, or was 
our thought of Him as of One re- 
mote in space from daily life? 


Biblical Revelation 

Coming to the Biblical revela- 
tion, Dr. Graham said that first 
we beheld Him as the God of crea- 
tion. God created man; we did not 
come from ‘‘a muttering monkey.” 
It was a wonderful thought that 
all that we could see through a 
microscope or a telescope repre- 
sented His creative activity. As 
the God who created all things, 
He also sees all things. He sees 
into our homes, into our factories, 
into our lives—not one single thing 
escapes His observation. 

Next, we see Him revealed in 
the Word as all powerful. Again, 
He is everywhere present in His 
universe. The Psalmist asked, 
“Whither shall I go from thy 
spirit? or whither shall I flee from 
thy presence? If I ascend up into 
heaven, thou art there: if I 
make my bed in hell, behold, 
thou art there.’ Men could not 
hide from His all-seeing eye. 

Further, the Bible declared that 
with God there is no variableness, 


neither shadow of turning. Men 
change, their fashions change, 
even their languages undergo 


change, but God remains the un- 
changeable. The One who appear- 
ed among men nearty—-two6-thous- 
and years ago in Galilee manilest- 


ing the love of God, touching the 
eyes of the blind and raising the 


dead, is the same in His dealing 
with us to-day. The God who hated 
pride and bigotry, hates them still. 

The Bible also reveals that God 
is holy. Throughout the Old Testa- 
ment God is depicted as the holy 
and righteous One, of purer eyes 
than to behold evil. No unclean 
thing «would ever enter heaven. 
Here came a warning to his hear- 
ers, “Before you can get there 
your sins must be washed away 
in the precious blood of the 
Lamb.” 


The Love of God 

Finally, Dr. Graham declared 
that the Bible- sets before us a 
God who is. love. “God commen- 
deth his love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us.’”’ Making a direct ap- 
peal, he said, “God loves you, who- 
ever you are and wherever you 
are: whatever your past may be, 
you cannot go out of this hall 
without the assurance of that pur- 
suing love.” 

In an hour of peril men often 
called upon God. Only the previous 
day a man had said to him: “I 
was in North Africa during the 
war, and in the thick of the battle 
men in their fear called upon 
God.” 

We believe in God not just be- 
cause He made a thousand dazz- 
ling worlds, but because He has

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revealed Himself in the Bible. Il- 
lustrating the fact that men have 
lost contact with their Maker, Dr. 
Graham related a personal ex- 
perience when he was travelling in 
a plane in British Columbia. When 
they were about 16,000 feet over 
the Rocky Mountains and every- 
thing below was enveloped in fog 
and snow, he learned from a mem- 
ber of the crew that the. radio 
had given out and the navigator 
had lost contact with the ground. 
The plane circled round and round 
while the crew worked frantically 
to restore communication. Eventu- 
ally the plane was safely landed. 
But, declared Dr. Graham: “some 
of you are going round and round 
aimlessly in your lives because 
you have lost contact with God.” 

“That alienation” he continued,

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“began in the garden of Eden—I 
believe every word of that story.” 
;,| When men lost fellowship, death 
came and the moral law was brok- 
en, and the consequences of sin 
passed to all men. Some might 
object, “but that is not fair.” 
“However,” went on the preacher, 
‘we are often involved in what 
others do, whether we like it or 
not.”” Young men were sent to the 
battle front in Korea; they were 
involved in the consequences of 
what others did. 


The practical question was, 
“How can I regain contact with 
God?” Christ gave the answer 
when He said, ‘I am the way, the 
truth, and the life.”’ Every cross 
on a Church reminded us tnat 
Jesus died in our stead, as the 
atoning sacrifice for our sins. God 
says: “Trust Him and you will be 
saved.” As far as the East is from 
the West so far would He remove 
our transgression from us and give 
us a joy and a peace such as we 
had never known, and the assur- 
ance of heaven. There was no way 
in which we could get to know 
God Himself apart from the Lord 
Jesus. 

In his final appeal Dr. Graham 
told how he had seen the power 
of Christ in the salvation and 
transformation of alcoholics, pros- 
titutes, and sinners of all kinds.

were more Christlike,”’” he said, 
“but I know He lives in my heart.” 

Dr. Graham then made a brief 
appeal to those who wished to ac- 
cept Christ to raise a hand, and 
subsequently to come forward. As 
they did so counsellors joined the 
many who filed into the enquiry 
room, where over 150 people were 
dealt with. 

As the crowds left the Arena in 
a snowstorm, by private and public 
transport, many groups could be 
heard singing, while at the nearby 
tube station a great throng wait- 
ing for trains, sang hymns and 
choruses. 


Tuesday’s Meeting 

Snow continued to fall during 
the night.

“And Can It Be.’ Mr. Lindsay 
Glegg led in the opening prayer, 
Dr. Grady Wilson read Psalm 23, 
after which the Bishop of Barking 
prayed. Mr. Beverly Shea sang 
two solos, and Mr. Carlton Booth 
one. There was also a trumpet 
solo by Mr. Howard Jones. Dr. 
Graham referred to the tragic af- 
fair in the United States House of 
Representatives, and asked Dr. 
Paul Rees to pray for the two 
Congressmen whose lives were in 
the balance, one of whom Dr. Gra- 
ham knows well. 

Continuing his messages on our 
Lord’s interview with Nicodemus, 
Dr. Graham dealt with the story 
of the Brazen Serpent, mentioned 
in John 3:14. The children of 
Israel, he declared, did not like 
the road God had marked out for 
them through the wilderness. It 
was the same to-day. The root of 
all. the world’s troubles was that 
men wanted to go their own way 
instead of God’s way. The preach- 
er then applied the lesson to his 
hearers. God wants us to pray 
daily, but we don’t do it: He wants 
us to read the Bible daily, but we 
neglect it; He wants people to 
unite in the fellowship of the 
Church but we stay away. 

In the wilderness the Israelites 
complained about the food God 
gave them, though Dr. Graham 
Suggested that manna from heaven 
was preferable to the best hotel 
meals.

Christ is the One, Dr. Graham 
who can solve every 
problem. He can soothe our sor- 
rows. He can restore the shatter- 
ed harmony of our lives. The Son 
of Man lifted up on the cross 
brings life and healing. Man might 
disbelieve it, as Dr. Graham con- 
fessed, he himself did once; but 
Christ met him seventeen years 
ago, and completely changed him. 

The preacher finished with an 
appeal, and immediately well over 
one hundred people of all ages, 
though mostly young mén and wo- 
men came forward. The most 
striking thing about Dr. Graham’s 
meetings thus far is the absence 
of what is usually called “emotion- 
alism,’”’ and we have never known 
an evangelist who was more re- 
strained in his manner of inviting 
inquirers to come _ forward. In 
these matters Dr. Graham has 
already baffled and confounded 
those critics who predicted that 
Londoners were géing to be sub- 
jected to an “orgy of emotional- 
ism” and all the tricks of the 
demagogue. 

Looking back over the first two 
days, we can say that the Crusade 
has begun well. It is unprecedent- 
ed for an American evangelist to 
begin a series of campaigns. with 
10,000 or 12,000 people flocking 
to hear him on the opening nights. 
All those intimately associated 
with the effort are convinced that 
the result is not due to extensive 
advertising; it is the spirit of 
prayer for the campaign in which 
many thousands are united. 


Earlier Contacts 

Between his arrival on Wednes- 
day of last week and the opening 
public meeting on Monday, Dr. 
Graham had a round of prepara- 
tory engagements. On the Thurs- 
day he met about a hundred rep- 
resentatives of the Press. There 
can be no question that his friend- 
ly, frank and tactful handling of 
the conference did much to cor- 
rect ignorant ideas about the 
character of the London Crusade, 
and about Dr. Graham himself. 

On the Friday about eight hund- 
red clergy and ministers were in- 
vited to meet Dr. Graham at a 
luncheon. The whole company 
were the guests of an anonymous 
friend of Dr. Graham’s in Texas, 
and it was explained that not one 
penny of campaign funds was be- 
ing spent on _ entertainment. 
Major-General D. J. Wilson-Haf- 
fenden presided, and among the 
guests was the Bishop of South- 
wark. 

On Friday evening Dr. Graham 
was the guest at a dinner in the 
House of Commons ‘arranged by 
Several Members of Parliament 
with strong Evangelical sympath- 
ies. Many members of both Houses 
and others prominent in public life 
were present. Dr. Graham, re- 
sponding to a very cordial intro- 
duction by the chairman, the Hon. 
L. W. Joynson-Hicks, M. P., spoke 
briefly of the signs of Revival in 
America, and of his object in ac- 
cepting the invitation to Britain. 
Among those who attended the 
dinner was the Dean of Westmin- 
ster, Dr. Don, who led the grace. 


After meeting the members of 
the Executive and the Council of 
Reference at a mid-day function 
on Saturday, Dr. Graham had a 
conference with workers in the 
Crusade on Saturday evening.

there ever being soul-weariness or 


exhaustion, our work would be like 


~a new experience, linking us to 


Jesus as nothing else can. For, 
alas! is it not often true that our 


‘work comes between us. and Je- 


sus? What folly! The very work 
that He has to do in me, and I for 
Him, I take up in such a way that 
it separates me from Christ. Many 
a laborer in the vineyard has com- 
plained that he has too much 
work, and not time for close com- 
munion with Jesus, and that -his 
usual work weakens his inclina- 
tion for prayer, and that his too 
much intercourse with men dark- 
ens the spiritual life. Sad thought, 
that the bearing of fruit should 
separate the branch from the vine! 
That must be. because we have 
looked upon our work as some- 
thing else than the branch bearing 
fruit. May God deliver us from 
every false thought about the 
Christian life. 

Now, just a few thoughts about 
THIS BLESSED BRANCH-LIFE. 
- In the first place, it is 


A Life of Absolute 
Dependence 


The branch has nothing; it just 
depends upon the vine for every- 
thing. That word absolute depen- 
dence is one of the most solemn 
and large and precious of words. A 
great German theologian wrote 
two large volumes some years ago 
to show that the whole of Calvin’s 
theology is summed up in that one 
principle of absolute dependence 
upon God; and he was right. An- 
other great writer has said that 
absolute, unalterable dependence 
upon God alone is the essence of 
the religion of angels, and should 
be that of men also. God is every- 
thing to the angels, and He is will- 
ing to be everything to the Chris- 
tian. If I can learn every moment 
of the day to depend upon God, 
everything will come right. You 
will get the higher life if you de- 
pend absolutely upon God. 

Now, here we find it with the 
vine and the branches. Every vine 
you ever see, or every bunch of 
grapes that comes upon: your ta- 
ble, let it remind you ‘that the 
branch is absolutely dependent on 
the vine. The vine has to do the 
work, and the branch enjoys the 
fruit of it. 4 

What ‘has the vine to do? It has 
to do a great work. It has to send 
its roots out into the soil and hunt 
under the ground—the rdots often 
extend a long way out—for nour- 
ishment, and to drink in the mois: 


ure in certain directions, and the 
vine sends its roots there, and then 
in its roots or stems, it turns the 
moisture and manure into that 
special sap which is to make the 
fruit that is borne. The vine does 
the work, and the branch has just 
to receive from the vine the sap, 
which is changed into grapes. I 
nave been told that at Hampton 
Court, London, there is a vine that 
sometimes bore’ a couple of thou- 
sand bunches of grapes, and people 
were astonished at its large 
growth and rich fruitage. After- 
wards it was discovered what was 
the cause of it. Not so very far 
away runs the River Thames, and 
the vine had stretched its roots 
away hundreds of yards under the 
ground, until it had come to the 
river-side, and there in all the rich 
Slime of the riverbed it had found 
rich. nourishment, and _ obtained 
moisture; and the roots had drawn 
the sap all that distance up and up 
into the vine, and as a result there 
was the abundant and rich har- 
vest. The vine had the work to do, 
and the branches had just to de- 
pend upon the vine, and receive 
what it gave. 

Is that literally true of my Lord 
Jesus? Must I understand that 
when I have to work, when I 
have to preach a sermon, or ad- 
dress a Bible class, or to go out 
and visit the poor neglected ones, 
that all the responsibility of the 
work is on Christ? 

That is exactly what Christ 
wants you to understand. Christ 
wants that in all your work, the 
very foundation should be the sim- 
nle, blessed conciousness: Christ 
must care for all. 

And how does He fulfill the 
‘rust of that dependence? He does 
it by sending down the Holy Spirit 
—not now and then only as a spe- 
*jal gift, for remember the rela- 
tion between the vine and_ the 
branches is such that hourly, daily, 
inceasingly there is the living con- 
nection maintained. The sap does 
not flow for a time, and then stop, 
and then flow again, but from 
noment to moment the sap flows 
‘rom the vine to the branches, And 
just so, my Lord Jesus wants me 
to take that blessed position as a 
vorker, and morning by morning 
ind day by day and hour by hour 
ind step by step (in every work 
{ have to go out to), just to abide 
jefore Him in the simple utter 
ielplessness of one who knows 
10thing, and is nothing, and can do 

1wthing. Oh, beloved workers, 
‘tudy that word nothing. You 


ing, nothing’; but have you really 
studied that word, and prayed 
every day, and worshiped God, in 
the light of it? Do you know the 
blessedness of that word nothing? 

If I am something, then God is 
not everything; but when I become 
nothing, God can become all, and 
the everlasting God in Christ can 
reveal Himself fully. That is the 
higher life. We need to become 
nothing. Someone has well said 
that the seraphim and cherubim 
are flames of fire because they 
know they are nothing, and they 
allow God to put His fullness and 
His glory and brightness into 
them. They are nothing, and God 
is all in them and around them. 
Oh, become nothing in deep reali- 
ty, and, as a worker, study only 
one thing—to become poorer and 
lower and more helpless, that 
Christ may work all in you. 

Workers, here is your first les- 
son: learn to be nothing, learn to 
be helpless. The man who has got: 
something is not absolutely de- 
pendent; but the man who has got 
nothing is absolutely dependent. 
Absolute dependence upon God is 
the secret of all power in work. 
The branch has nothing but what 
it gets from the vine, and you and 
I can have nothing but what we 
get from Jesus. 

But secondly, the life of the 
branch is not only a life of entire 
dependence, but of

or care. The vine began to pour 
its sap into me, and to give the 
bud and leaf. And when the time 
of summer came I had no care, 
and in the great heat I trusted the 
vine to bring moisture to keep me 
fresh. And in the time of harvest, 
when the owner came to pluck the 
grapes, I had no care. If there was 
anything in the grapes not good, 
the owner never blamed _ the 
branch; the blame was always on 
the vine. And if you would be a 
true branch of Christ, the living 
Vine, just rest on Him. Let Christ 


bear the responsibility.” 
You say: “Won’t that make me 
slothful?” 
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I tell you it will not. No one 
who learns to rest upon the living 
Christ can become slothful, for the 
closer your contact with Christ, 
the more of the Spirit of His zeal 
and love will be borne in upon you. 
But oh, begin to work in the midst 
of your entire dependence by add- 
ing to that, deep restfulness! A 
man sometimes tries and tries to 
be dependent upon Christ, but he 
worries himself about this abso- 
lute dependence; he tries and he 
cannot get it. But let him sink 
down into entire restfulness every 
day. 


In Thy strong hand I lay me down. 
So shall the work be done; 

For who can work so wondrously 
As the Almighty One? 


Worker, take your place every 
day at the feet of Jesus, in the 
blessed peace and rest that come 
from the knowledge— 


I have no care, my cares are His; 
I have no fear, He cares for all my 
fears. 


Come, children of God, and un- 
derstand that it is the Lord Jesus 
who wants to work through you. 
You complain of the want of fer- 
vent love. It will come from Jesus. 
He will give the divine love in 
your heart with which you can 
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love people. That is the meaning of 
the assurance: “The love of God 
is shed abroad ‘in our hearts by the 
Holy Spirit’; and of that other 
word: “The love of Christ con- 
straineth us.” Christ can give you 
a fountain of love, so that you 
cannot help loving the most 
wretched and the most ungrateful, 
or those who have wearied you 
hitherto. Rest in Christ, who can 
give wisdom and strength, and you 
do not know how that restfulness 
will often prove to be the very best 
part of your message. You plead 
with people and you argue, and 
they get the idea: “There is a man 
arguing and striving with me.” 
They only feel: ‘Here are two 
men dealing with each other.” But 
if you will let the deep rest of God 
come over you, the rest in Christ 
Jesus, the peace and rest and holi- 
ness of Heaven, that restfulness 
will bring a blessing to the heart, 
even more than the words you 
speak. 


ut a third thought: The branch 
teaches a lesson of 


Much Fruitfulness 


You know the Lord Jesus repeated 
that word frwt often in that par- 
able. He spoke, first, of fruit, and 
then of more fruit, and then of 
much fruit. Yes, you are ordained 
not only to bear fruit, but to bear 
much fruit. “Herein is my Father 
glorified, that ye bear much fruit.” 
In the first place, Christ said: ‘I 
am the Vine, and my Father is the 
Husbandman. My Father is the 
Husbandman who has charge of 
me and vou.’ He who will watch 
over the connection between 
Christ and the branches is God; 
and it is in the power of God 
through Christ we are to bear 
fruit. 


Oh Christians, you know this 
world is perishing for the want of 
workers. And it wants not only 
more workers. The workers are 
saying, some more earnestly than 
others: “We need not only more 
workers, but we need that our 
workers should have a new power, 
a different life; that we workers 
should be able to bring more bless- 
ing.”’ Children of God, I appeal to 
you. You know what trouble you 
take, say in a-case of sickness. 
You have a beloved friend 
apparently in danger of death, and 
nothing can refresh that friend 
so much as a few grapes, and they 
are out of season; but what trou- 
ble you will take to get the grapes 
that are to be the nourishment of 
this dying friend! And oh, there 
are around you people who never 
go to church, and so many who go 
to church—but do not know 
Christ! And yet the heavenly 
grapes, the grapes of Eshcol, the 
grapes of the heavenly Vine, are 
not to be had at any price, except 
as the child of God bears them out 
of his inner life in fellowship with 
Christ. Except the children of God 


are filled with the sap of the 


heavenly Vine, except they are 
filled with the Holy Spirit and the 
love of Jesus, they cannot bear 
much of the real heavenly grape. 
We all confess there is a great deal 


“221 of work, a great deal of preaching 


“| and teaching and visiting, a great 
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deal of machinery, a great deal 
of earnest effort of every kind; but 
there is not much manifestation 
of the power of God in it. 


What is wanting? There is 
wanting the close connection be- 
tween the worker and the heaven- 
ly Vine. Christ, the heavenly 
Vine, has blessings that He 
could pour on tens of thousands 
who are perishing. Christ, the 
heavenly Vine, has power to pro- 
vide the heavenly grapes. But “Ye 
are the branches,” and you cannot 
bear heavenly fruit unless you are 
in close. connection with Jesus 
Christ. 

Do not confound work and fruwit. 
There may be a good deal of work 
for Christ that is not the fruit of 


|} the heavenly Vine. Do not seek for 


work only. Oh! study this ques- 
tion of fruit-bearing. It means the 
very life, and the very power, and 


‘the very spirit and the very love 


within the heart of the Son of God 


‘| —it means the heavenly Vine Him- 


self coming into your heart and 
mine. 

You know there are different 
sorts of grapes, each with a differ- 
ent name, and every vine provides 
exactly ‘that peculiar aroma and 
juice which gives the grape its par- 
ticular flavor and taste. Just so, 
there is in the heart of Christ Je- 
sus a life, and a love, and a Spirit, 
and a blessing, and a power for 
men, that are entirely heavenly

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and divine, and that will come 
down into our hearts. Stand in 
close connection with the heavenly 
Vine and say: 

“Lord Jesus, nothing less than 
the sap that flows through Thy- 
self, nothing less than the Spirit of 
Thy divine life is what we ask. 
Lord Jesus, I pray Thee, let Thy 
Spirit flow through me in all my 
work for Thee.” 


I tell you again that the sap of 
the heavenly Vine is nothing but 
the Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit is 
the life of the heavenly Vine, and 
what you must get from Christ is 
nothing less than a strong inflow 
of the Holy Spirit. You need it ex- 
ceedingly, and you want nothing 
more than that. Remember that. 
Do not expect Christ to give a bit 
of strength here, and a bit of 
blessing yonder, and a bit of 
help over there. As the vine does 
its work in giving its own peculiar 
sap to the branch, so expect Christ 
to give His own Holy Spirit into 
your heart, and then you will bear 
much fruit. And if you have only 
begun to bear fruit, and are listen- 
ing to the word of Christ in the 
parable, “more fruit,” “much 
fruit,’ remember that in order 
that you should bear more fruit, 
you just require more of Jesus in 
your life and heart. 

We ministers of the Gospel, how 
we are in danger of getting into a 


‘condition of work, work, work! 


And we pray over it, but the fresh- 
ness and bouyancy and joy of the 
heavenly life are not always pres- 
ent. Let us seek to understand 
that the life of the branch is a 
life of much fruit, because it is a 
life rooted in Christ, the living, 
heavenly Vine.

A Life of Close Communion 


Let us again ask: What has the 
branch to do? You know that pre- 
cious, inexhaustible word that 
Christ used, abide. Your life is to 
be an abiding life. And how is the 
abiding to be? It is to be just like 
the branch in the vine, abiding 
every minute of the day. There are 
the branches, in close communion, 
in unbroken communion, with the 
vine, from January to December. 
And cannot I live every day—it is 
to me an almost terrible thing that 
we should ask the question—can- 
not I live in abiding communion 
with the heavenly Vine? 

You. say: 
occupied with other things.” 

You may have ten hours’ hard 
work daily, during which your 
brain has to be occupied with tem- 
poral things; God orders it so. But 
the abiding work is.the work of 


the heart, not of the brain, the - 


work of the heart clinging to and 
resting in Jesus, a work in which 
the Holy Spirit links us to Christ 
Jesus, Oh, do believe that deeper

Christ, so that every moment you —

times have got a great blessing, 


“and have at times found a great 


inflow of heavenly joy and a great 
outflow of heavenly gladness; and 
yet after a time it has passed 
away. They have not understood 
that close personal actual com- 
munion with Christ is an absolute 
necessity for daily life. Take time 
to be alone with Christ. Nothing in 
Heaven or earth can free you from 
the necessity for that, if you are to 
be happy and holy Christians. 
Oh! how many Christians look 
upon it as a burden and a tax, and 
a duty, and a difficulty to get 
much alone with God! That is the 
great hindrance to our Christian 
life everywhere. We want more 
quiet fellowship with God, and I 
tell you in the name of the heay- 
enly Vine that you cannot be 
healthy branches, branches into 
which the heavenly sap can flow, 
unless you take plenty of time for 
communion with God. If you are 
not willing to sacrifice time to get 
alone with Him, and to give Him 
time every day to work in you, 
and to keep up the link of connec- 
tion between you and Himself, He 
cannot give you that blessing of 
His unbroken fellowship. Jesus 
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Christ asks you to live in close 
communion with Him. Let every’ 
heart say: “Oh Christ, it is this TI 
long for, it is this I choose!” And 
He will gladly give it you. 

And then my last thought: The

A Life of Absolute Surrender 


This word, absolute surrender, 
is a great and solemn word, and I 
believe we do not understand its 
meaning. But yet the little branch 
preaches it. 

“Have you anything to do, little 
branch, besides bearing grapes?” 

“No, nothing.” 

“Are you fit for nothing?” 

Fit for nothing! The Bible says 
that a bit of vine cannot even be 
used as a pen; it is fit for nothing 
but to be burned. 

“And now, what do you under- 
Stand, little branch, about your re- 
lation to the vine?” 

“My relation is just this: I am 
utterly given up to the vine, and 
the vine can give me as much or 
as little sap as it chooses. Here 
I am at its disposal and the vine 
can do with me what it likes.’ 

Oh, friends, we want this abso- 
lute surrender to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The more I speak, the more 
I feel that this is one of the most 
difficult points to make clear, and 
one of the most important and 
needful points to explain—what 
this absolute surrender is. It is 
often an easy thing for a man ora 
number of men to come out and 
offer themselves up to God for en- 
tire consecration, and to say: 
“Lord, it is my desire to give up 
myself entirely to Thee.’ That is 
of great value, and often brings 
very rich blessing. But the one 
question I ought to study quietly 
is: 


What Is Meant By Absolute 
Surrender? 

It means that just as literally as 
Christ was given up entirely to 
God, I am given up entirely to 
Christ. Is that too strong? Some 
think so. Some think that never 
can be; that just as entirely and 
absolutely as Christ gave up His 
life to do nothing but seek the 
Father’s pleasure, and depend on 
the Father absolutely and entirely, 
I am to do nothing but to seek the 
pleasure of Christ. But that is 
actually true. Christ Jesus came 
to breathe His own Spirit into us, 


}to make us find our very highest 


happiness in living entirely for 
God, just as He did. Oh, beloved 
brethren, if that is the case, then 
I ought to say: 

“Yes, as true as it is of that 
little branch of the vine, so true, 
by God’s grace, I would have it be 
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lof me. I would live day by day 
that Christ may be able to do with 
me what He will.’ 


Ah! here comes the terrible 
mistake that lies at the bottom of 
so much of our own religion. A 
man thinks: 


“TI have my business and family 
duties, and my relations as a citi- 
zen, and all this I cannot change. 
And now alongside all this I am to 
take in religion and the service of 
God, as something that will keep 
me from sin. God help me to per- 
form my duties properly!” 

That is not right. When Christ 
came, He came and bought the 
sinner with His blood. If there was 
a Slave market here, and I were to 
buy a Sslave,._I should take that 
slave away to my own house from 
his old surroundings; and he would 
live at my house as my personal 
property, and I could order him 
about all the day. And if he were 
a faithful slave, he would live as 
having no will and no interests of 
his own, his one care being to pro- 
mote the well-being and honor of 
his master. And in like manner I, 
who have been bought with the 
blood of Christ, have been bought 
to live every day with the one 
thought—how can I please my 
Master? 

Oh, we find the Christian life 
so difficult because we seek for 
God’s blessing, while we live in our 
own will. We should be glad to 
live the Christian life according to 
our own liking. We make our own 
plans and choose our own work, 
and then we ask the Lord Jesus 
to come in and take care that sin 
shall not conquer us too much, and 
that we shall not go too far 
wrong; we ask Him to come in 
and give us so much of His bless- 
ing. But our relation to Jesus 
ought to be such that we are en- 
tirely at His disposal, and every- 
day come to Him humbly and 
straightforwardly and Say: 

“Lord, is there anything in me 
that is not according to Thy will, 
that has not been ordered by Thee, 
or that is not entirely given up to 
Thee?” 

Oh, if we would wait and wait 
patiently, I tell you: what the re- 
sult would be! There would spring 
up a relationship between us and 
Christ so close and so tender that 
we should afterwards be amazed 
at how we formerly could have 
lived with the idea: “I am surren- 
dered to Christ.’”’ We should feel 
how far distant our intercourse 
with Him had previously been, and 
that He can, and does indeed, come 
and take actual possession. of us, 
and gives unbroken fellowship all 
the day. The branch calls us to 
absolute surrender, 

I do not speak now so much 
about the giving up of sins. There 
are people who need that, people 
who have got violent tempers, bad 
habits, and actual sins, which they 
from time to time commit—and 
which they have never given up 
into the very bosom of the Lamb 
of God. I pray you, if you are 
branches of the living Vine, do not 
keep one sin back. I know there 
are a great many difficulties about 
this question of holiness; I know 
that all do not think exactly the 
same with regard to it. That would 
be to me a matter of comparative 
indifference if I could see that all 
are honestly longing to be free 
from every sin. But I am afraid 
that unconsciously there are in 
hearts often compromises with the 


sin, we must sin a little everyday; 
we cannot help it. Oh that people 
would actually cry to God! — 
“Lord, do keep me from sin!” Give 
yourself utterly to Jesus, and ask 
Him to do His very utmost for 
you in keeping you from sin. 


There is a great deal in our 
work, in our church and our sur- 
roundings that we found in the 
world when we were born into it; 
and it has grown all around us, 
and we think that it is all right, it 
cannot be changed. We do not 
come to the Lord Jesus and ask 
Him about it. Oh! I advise you, 
Christians, bring everything into 
relationship with Jesus, and say: 

“Lord, everything in my life has 
to be in most complete harmony

word surrender fully; it gets new 
meanings every now and then; it 
enlarges immensely from time to 
time. But I advise you to speak it 
out; “Absolute surrender to Thee,

1. The relationship of a believer 
to his heavenly Father (Rom. 12: 
1,2). This“is a relationship of con- 
secration and full surrender. 


2. The relationship of a believer 
to service (Rom. 12:3-8). The gist 
of this passage is that a believer 
is to serve God with all his heart 
with whatever ability God has 
given him, whether it be large or 
small. 

3. The relationship of a believer 
to other believers (Rom. 12:9-16). 
This is to be a relationship of love 
and kind affection toward God's 


children everywhere. Oh, how 
much could be said on this sub- 
ject! 


4. The relationship of a believer 
to all men everywhere, saved or 
lost (Rom. 12:17-21). 

These verses show that God's 
child is not to try to “get even” 
when wronged or persecuted. This 
is hard to live up to! God Says, 
“Recompense to no man for evil.” 
He says, “Vengeance is mine!” 
Here God is saying that something 
belongs exclusively to Him. “Ven- 
geance is mine, it belongs to me!” 
Would you steal a man’s wife, 
or home, or automobile? Oh no, 
perish the thought. Well then, 
don’t steal from God something 


And Christ will show you what is 
not according to His mind, and 
lead you on to deeper and higher 
blessedness. 
In conclusion, let me gather up 
all in one word. Christ Jesus said: 
“T am the vine, ye are the branch- 
es.”’ In other words: “I, the living 
One who has so completely given 
myself to you, am the Vine. You 
cannot trust me too much. I am 
the Almighty Worker, full of a 
divine life and power.” You are the 
branches of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
If there is in your heart the con- 
sciousness that you are not a 
strong, healthy, fruit-bearing 
branch, not closely linked with 
Jesus, not living in Him as you 
should be—then listen to Him Say- 
ing: “I am the Vine, I will receive 
you, I will draw you to myself, I 
will bless you, I will strengthen 
you, I will fill you with my Spirit. 
I, the Vine, have taken you to be 
my branches; I have given myself 
utterly to you. Children, give Your- 
selves utterly to me. I have sur- 
rendered myself as God absolutely 
to. you; I became man and died 
for you that I might be entirely 
yours. Come and surrender your- 
selves entirely to be mine.”’. 
What shall our answer be? Oh, 
let it be a prayer from the depths 
of our heart, that the living Christ 
may take each one of us and link 
us close to Himself. Let our prayer 
be that He, the living Vine, shall 
so link each of us to Himself that 
we shall go away with our hearts 
singing: ‘““He is my Vine, and I am 
His branch—-I want nothing more! 
—now I have the. everlasting 
Vine.” Then, when you get alone 
with Him, worship and adore Him, 
praise and trust Him, love Him 
and wait for His love. “Thou art 
my Vine, and I am Thy branch. 
It is enough; my soul is satisfied.” 
Glory to His blessed name!

which He says is His exclusively. 

Vengeance upon evil doers, 
whether they be saved or unsaved, 
does not belong to you but belongs 
to God. Such terms as “I’ll get 
even,’ or “I’ll make him wish he 
hadn't,” should never be in the 
vocabulary of a Christian. Leave 
the vengeance to God. He knows 
all the facts and evidence; He is 
impartial and He alone knows the 
motives of men’s hearts. In His 
own time He will render a decision 
and repay men for their wrong 
doing. 

Observe several facts which are 
obvious in these verses: 


I. God’s People Are to Expect 
Persecution And Are to 
Suffer It Without 
Complaint 
Jesus taught that the believer 
would be hated by the world: 

“If the world hate you, ye know 
that it hated me before it hated 
you. If ye were of the world. the 
world would love his own: but be- 
cause ye are not of the world, but 
I have chosen you out of the 
world, therefore the world hateth 
you. Remember the word that I 
said unto you, The servant is not 
greater than his lord. If they have 
persecuted me, they will also per- 
secute you; if they have kept my 
saying, they will keep your’s also. 
But all these things will they do 
unto you for my name’s sake, be- 
cause they know not him that sent 
me.—John 15:18-21. 


Paul taught that “all that live 
godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer 
persecution” (II Tim. 3:12). 

Jesus set forth an example as 
to how Christians are to suffer: 

“For this is thankworthy, if a 
man for conscience toward God en- 
dure grief, suffering wrongfully. 
For what glory is it, if, when ye 
be buffeted for your faults, ye 
shall take it patiently? but if, 
when ye do well, and suffer for it, 
ye take it patiently, this is-accep- 
table with God. For even hereunto 
were ye called: because Christ also 
suffered for us, leaving us an ex- 
ample, that ye should follow his 
steps? Who did no sin, neither wads 
guile found in his mouth: Who, 
when he was reviled, reviled not 
again; when he suffered, he threat- 
ened not; but committed himself 
to him that judgeth righteously”’— 
I Pet. 2:19-23. 

When He was reviled, He reviled 
not again! Think of it: He refused 
to retaliate. He was led as a lamb 
to the slaughter but He OPENED 
NOT HIS MOUTH. The test of the 
depth and sincerity of a man’s 
spirituality is: How does he act 
when he is mistreated or hed a- 
bout? Does he whine to the high 


heavens? Or does he take it like . 


Jesus did? 

ecently I read where a man 
visited a great slaughterhouse and 
made a striking observation. He 
said he heard in a certain place 
some awful noises—screeching and 
crying and shrieking. He went in 
that direction and found it was 
where the pigs were being butch- 
ered. It was a bedlam of noise. 
Then he went into another de- 
partment very unexpectedly and

cometh shall he find faith on the 
earth?”—Luke 18:1-8. 

Now here is a poor widow who 
has been wronged. She comes to 
the judge and says, “Avenge me of 
my adversary.” She admits that it 
is not her prerogative to avenge 
herself. “You are the judge, you 
have the authority and power, now 
you punish this party who has 
done wrong toward me.” This 
judge was a wicked man, He fear- 
ed not God and had absolutely no 
respect for men, yet he took care 
of the woman’s case. He avenged 
her of her adversary. He punished 
the evildoer. 

Jesus taught in substance: If an 
unjust and evil judge would a- 
venge a poor woman and punish 
the wicked, will not the holy God 
of Heaven do likewise? Jesus said, 
“And shall not God avenge his 
own elect, which cry day and night 
unto him, though he bear long 
with them? I tell you he will a- 
venge them speedily”! Oh, how 
dangerous it is to lift a hand or 
launch a verbal attack against one 
of God’s elect! God will not let it 
pass by. Jesus said, “I tell you, 
God will avenge his elect.” Do you 
believe this? The Bible is a com- 
mentary on this awful truth. 

In Revelation 6:10 we hear the 
cry of the tribulation martyrs: 
“How long oh Lord, holy and true, 
dost thou not judge and avenge 
our blood on them that dwell on 
the earth?” These have been killed 
by Antichrist, power in the tribu- 
lation and cry out for God to 
avenge them. Does God answer 
their request? He most assuredly 
does. See the answer to their cry 
in Revelation 19:2. “For true and 
righteous are his judgments: for 
he hath judged the great whore, 
which did corrupt the earth with 
her fornication, and hath avenged 
the blood of his servants at her 
hand.” 

God avenged Abel of the wrong 
committed against him by Cain. 
Cain suffered ten thousand deaths 
as he cried, “My punishment is 
greater than I can bear.” He de- 
stroyed Pharoah as He avenged 
the Jews against the Egyptians. 
He avenged Mordecai’ against 
wicked Haman as Haman hung 
high on his own gallows! 
He avenged David of the 
wrong suffered at this hands 
of Saul and then Absalom. God 
will do right, vengeance belongs 
to Him. Don’t try to take it 
away from Him. Don’t be asham- 
ed when you suffer persecution or 
wrongdoing. Peter said, “If any 
man suffer as a Christian, let him 
not be ashamed; but let him glor- 
ify God on this behalf” (I Pet. 4: 
16), 

Jesus said: 

“Blessed are they which are per- 
secuted for righteousness’ sake: 
for their’s is the kingdom of heav- 
en. Blessed are ye, When men shall 
revile you, and persecute you, and 
shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely, for my sake. Rejoice, 
and be exceeding glad: for great is 
your reward in heaven: for so 
persecuted they the _ prophets 
which were before you’’——Matt. 5: 
10-12, 

A Christian may not be happy 
about his. suffering and persecu- 
tion but he can be happy in them.

gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: 
Who shall be punished with ever- 


ence of the Lord, and from the 
glory of his power.” 

See it here—“Taking vengeance 
on them that know not God.” No 
man is so cunning, so subtle, so 
brilliant as to be able to sin and 
get away with it. “Be sure your 
sin will find you out,” says God’s 
Word. “Be not deceived; God is 
not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” 


I read a verse a few days ago 
in the Old Testament that struck 
me with tremendous force. ‘The 
Lord hath sworn by his holiness, 
that, lo, the days shall come upon 
you, that he will take you away 
with hooks, and your posterity 
with fish hooks” (Amos 4:2), 
Think of it—God hath sworn, He 
hath taken an oath by His holi- 
ness that He will judge sinners! 
His holiness is at stake. He must 
keep His word. 

In I Kings 21 there is the awful 
story of sin and its retribution. 
Ahab and Jezebel, the king and 
queen, were the most wicked and 
godless pair who ever ruled over 
a kingdom. Ahab was weak and 
vacillating, given to pouting and 
complaining and, worst of all, he 
was henpecked! His wife — ran 
things at his house. This always 
makes for trouble. He wanted a 
vineyard hard by the palace which 
belonged to Naboth. Naboth had 
it handed down to him from pre- 
vious generations and didn’t want 
to part with it. He told the king 
so and the king went to bed and 
started to cry and complain. But 
Jezebel devised a wicked scheme 
to steal the vineyard for her hus- 
band. She worked out a careful 
scheme to murder Naboth and 
make it look legal. She had him 
exalted on a certain day, and 
wicked men were’ suborned to 
come suddenly and accuse him of 
treason to the king and blasphemy 
toward God. The stage was set 
and the plan worked: Naboth was 
murdered and the dogs licked up 
his blood in the streets. 

Jezebel thought of everything 
except one: she failed to remem- 
ber that God punishes sin! He 
sees all we do and never forgets 
an unconfessed sin. 


God sent Elijah with an awful 


message of doom and vengeance 
for Ahab and Jezebel! God said, 
“In the place where the dogs lick- 
ed the blood of Naboth shall dogs 
lick thy blood” (I Kings 21:19). 
I doubt whether Ahab and Jezebel 
really believed this, They probably 
made a joke of it and had a hearty 
laugh about the whole thing. It 
was probably ten or twelve years 
before this prediction came true 
and God's awful vengeance fell 
upon this wicked pair. But chick- 
ens always come home to roost! 
I suppose after two or three years 
Ahab and Jezebel even quit talk- 
ing about it. They didn’t worry. 
God had forgotten, probably, or 
maybe He had changed His mind. 

No, God never forgets uncon- 
fessed sin. He has sworn by His 
holiness to punish it. The years 
drag by and*finally Ahab goes to 
battle against the Syrians at Ra- 
moth-gilead. In I Kings 22, 
read how a soldier in that battle 
just drew his bow and shot an 
arrow into the air, having no 
idea where it was going. God knew 
the destiny~ of that arrow shot at 
random. God’s hand of vengeance 
and retribution guided that arrow 
into the small unprotected spot on 
Ahab’s body, and he was mortally 
wounded. As his’ chariot went 
through the streets of the city, 
then was washed at the pool, the 
blood flowed to the street and the 
dogs licked his blood in the very 
spot where they licked Naboth’s 
blood years previous. Jezebel also 
met the same fate. Dogs ate her 
flesh and licked her blood at the 
walls of Jezreel just as God safd 
they would. 


God never forgets unconfessed 
sin. He has sworn by His holiness, 
“Vengeance is mine, I will repay.”’ 

Now friend, there is one rain- 
bow that can be hung in this dark 
cloud. Though God never forgets 
sin unconfessed, He does forgive 
and forget when the penitent sin- 
ner trusts the Lord Jesus Christ as 
his Saviour. “And their sins and in- 
iauities will. I remember no more” 
(Heb. 10:17).
